25. (currently amended) A mobile communication terminal that op e rat e s in variouc 
operat i ng st a t es and -receives communications services from a mobile wireless network, 
comprising: . 

a communication control that selectively implements multiple communication 
functional ities comprising a voice communication functionality, an electronic message 
communication functionality and a network browsing functionality, wherein while 
implemen ting the multiple communication functionalities, at least one standby state is 
realizable in which no user action is prompted: 

a commun i cation pa rt viewer that activates the network browsing functionality to 
selectively access dat a sources reoeivoo. through the networ k and displays one or more 
blocks of screen data received from a -the accessed data sources: ... 

a momory that includes m e mory a r e as and a registration control that stores a 
selected one of the one or more blocks of received screen data respecti v ely in the-one 
of multiple memory areas each correctable to anv one of the at least one standby state : 

a correlation c ontrol that dynamically correlates the one of the multiple memory 
areas to a selected one of the at least one standby state: and ' 

a displaycontrol tha t_when the terminal is in the selected one of the at least one 
standby state, displays the selected one of the one or more blocks of stered-screen 
datai n at l e ast ono of tho oporatiR §s.

28. (original) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 25, wherein the data 
source is located outside the network and connected to the network over at least one 
public data communication network. 

29. (original) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 25, wherein the data 
source is another communication terminal. 
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30. (original) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 25, wherein the data 
source is a server that provides information.

34. (original) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 33, wherein one of 
the attributes is a size of the selected block of t he received screen data. 

35. (original) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 33, wherein one of 
the attributes is copyright protection. 

36. (original) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 33, wherein one of 
the attributes is identification of a network through which the screen data was 

37. (original) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 33, wherein one of 
the attributes is an encryption method with which the screen data is encrypted. 

38. (original) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 33. wherein one of 
the attributes is a communication protocol adopted in the network. 

39. (currently amended) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 25, 
wherein tho d i splay ooloctivoly dioptayc 'tho ono or more blooko of tho ctorcd ocroon 
datadifferent screen dat a is selectively displayed in a standby state . 

40. (currently amended) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 2539. 
wherein tho d i splay random l y displays tho ono or more blooko of tho otorod coroc R 
datadrfferent screen d ata is randomly displayed in a standby state . 
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41 . (currently amended) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 2539. 
wherein tho d i cp l oy cycl i ca ll y diop l ayc the ono or moro b l ocks of tho ctorod ooroon 
data different screen data is displayed in a standby state in a periodic rotation . 

42. (currently amended) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 25, 
wherein one of the at least one standby state is a standby stat e in which the terminal is 
waiting for a call to come in or for the user to key in . 

43. (currently amended) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 25, 
wherein one of the at least one standby state is a state of downloading data from the 
data source. 

44. (currently amended) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 25, 
wherein whon chitt i ng to an operat i ng stato, t he display control initiatoe displaying nf 
scree n data and -keeps displaying the-screen data whi le in tho operating ototo until an 
occurrence of an event triggers a shift from the op e rating standby state. 

45. (currently amended) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 25, 
further comprising a data presentation part that proc e sses diop l ay of an imago 
fe pr e s e nt e d by t he selected one of the one or more of the s emen data is processed for 
display . 

46. (currently amended) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 45, 
wherein th e data prooontation part adjuoto t he size of the imag e represented bvthe 
selected o ne of the one or more of the screen data is adjusted . 

47. (currently amended) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 45, 
wherein tho data prooontat i on part ropoato t he image represented by the selected one 
of the one or more of t he screen data is repeated^ thn riinpiny 

48. (currently amended) A mobile communication terminal according to claim 45, 
wherein tho data prooontation part chowc t he image represented hv the selected one nf 
the one or more of the screen data is placed at a designated location on ajhe-displayof 
the terminal. 
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49-69. (currently cancelled) 

70. (currently amended) A wireless telephone that receives communications services 
from a wireless communication network, comprising: 

a commun i cation part vlewer that allows a user of the wireless telephone to 
selectively access data source s rocoivoo. through the network ? and receive one or moro 
blocks of ccroon data from a -the accessed d ata sources; 

a data screening part that determines- wh e th e r to stor e tho rooo i vod scr ee n data x 
based on one or more attributes of the received dat a, whether the received data is 
storable in the wireless telephone : and 

a memory that stores th e on e or moro blocko of t he received screen-data if it is 
determined to storo t hat t he received scr ee n -data is storable . 

71 . (currently amended) A wireless telephone according to claim 70, wherein the data 
screening part checks the one or more attributes of the received data to determine 
whether it is a l lowabl e to storo t he received data is storable in the wireless telephone.

76. (original) A wireless telephone according to claim 70, wherein the data source is a 
server that provides information. 

77. (original) A wireless telephone according to .claim 70, wherein one of the attributes 
is a size of the received data.
